EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The above claims 
are allowed because the prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the instantly 
claimed device for in-situ disposal of sanitary waste. In particular, the features of the 
discharge device, the compressor screw, and compressor nozzle in configuration as 
called for in claim 1 are not disclosed or rendered obvious.
